Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to 
accept  and  expend  the  CalHome  Program  grant  from  the  California  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  to  expend  program  income  from  associated 
loan  repayments  to  assist  low-income  first-time  homebuyers  and  low-income 
homeowners  in  a total  amount  of  $925,000  for  the  period  following  Board  approval 
through  September  24,  2017. 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(HCD)  issued  a Notice  of  Funding  Availability  (NOFA)  for  the  CalHome  program  established 
by  Chapter  84,  Statutes  of  2000  (SB  1656,  Alarcon),  and  codified  in  Chapter  6 (commencing 
with  Section  50650)  of  Part  2 of  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  (the  “statute”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Statute,  HCD  is  authorized  to  approve  funding  allocations 
utilizing  monies  made  available  by  the  State  legislature  to  the  CalHome  program,  subject  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Statute  and  the  CalHome  Program  Regulations  adopted  by 
HCD  in  April  2004;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  submitted  an  application  as  authorized  by  Board  of  Supervisors’ 
Resolution  No.  213-14  on  June  24,  2014,  to  request  from  HCD  an  allocation  of  $1,500,000 
through  the  CalHome  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  was  awarded  on  November  14,  2014,  an  allocation  of  $925,000 
through  the  CalHome  Program  in  order  to  provide  Mortgage  Assistance  Loans  and  Owner 
Occupied  Rehab  loans  to  income-qualifying  borrowers;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  matching  funds  requirement  for  this  grant;  and 
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WHEREAS,  HCD  permits  the  City  to  retain  loan  delivery  fees  to  cover  administrative 
costs,  totaling  approximately  6.4%  of  the  award,  but  does  not  allow  other  indirect  costs;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  terms  of  the  grant  program  stipulate  that  repayment  proceeds  from 
the  initial  loans  are  to  be  dedicated  for  a revolving  loan  pool  to  extend  new  loans  to  low- 
income  homebuyers  and  low-income  homeowners;  and 

WHEREAS,  No  amendment  of  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  is  required  by  the 
acceptance  of  this  grant,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor,  to  accept  and  expend 
the  CalHome  Program  funds  to  assist  first  time,  low-income  homebuyers  to  purchase  below- 
market  rate  residences  and  to  assist  existing  low-income  homeowners  to  rehabilitate  single 
family  residences  by  providing  CalHome  down  payment  assistance  loan  funds  and  CalHome 
rehabilitation  loan  funds  to  eligible  applicants  purchasing  or  rehabilitating  a home  in  the  City; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  agrees  to  use  the  CalHome  funds  for  eligible 
activities  in  the  manner  presented  in  the  application  as  approved  by  HCD  and  in  accordance 
with  program  regulations  cited  above,  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  authorizes  the 
Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  or  his  designee,  to 
execute  in  the  name  of  the  City,  the  Standard  Agreement  and  all  other  documents  required  by 
the  HCD  for  participation  in  the  CalHome  Program,  and  any  amendments  thereto;  and,  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Standard  Agreement  being 
fully  executed  by  all  parties,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  shall 
provide  the  final  Standard  Agreement  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  into  the  official  file.

Resolution  retroactively  approving  a cost-sharing  agreement  not  to  exceed  $2,533,000 
between  City  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  environmental  analysis, 
planning,  design,  and  permitting  for  dredging  and  harbor  reconstruction  in  Gas  House 
Cove,  for  a ten-year  term  of  October  1,  2014,  through  September  30,  2024. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  owns  property  north  of  Marina  Boulevard  and  west  of  Fort  Mason 
known  as  Gas  House  Cove  (the  “Site”)  which  is  currently  used  as  a small  craft  marina  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  seeks  to  renovate  the  Site  to  enhance  the  recreational  facilities 
and  use  at  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  and  others  previously 
owned  and  operated  a coal  gasification  plant  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Site  that  produced  materials 
which  may  be  found  at  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  result  of  subsurface  investigations,  the  presence  of  chemical 
compounds,  including  polycyclic  aromatic  hydrocarbons,  has  been  discovered  in  subsurface 
soils  and  sediments  underlying  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2001 , the  City  filed  a lawsuit  against  PG&E  seeking  recovery  of  costs 
related  to  cleanup  of  the  subsurface  soils  and  sediments;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  2,  2004,  the  Court  entered  an  Order  Dismissing  Action  without 
prejudice  in  order  to  allow  the  parties  to  attempt  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  purposes  of  this 
Agreement  without  the  expense  of  litigation  while  giving  either  party  the  right  to  move  to 
reopen  the  case;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  and  PG&E  continue  to  disagree  about  who  is  responsible  for  the 
chemical  compounds  on  the  Site  and  who  is  responsible  for  investigation  and  remediation  of 
the  Site,  but  have  been  cooperatively  investigating  the  Site  since  October  10,  2004,  under  a 
Cost-Sharing  Agreement  because  they  recognize  efficiencies  from  addressing  responsibility 
for  the  chemical  compounds  on  a cooperative  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  completed  a series  of  technical 
studies  between  2007  and  2014  under  the  terms  of  the  initial  cost-sharing  agreement;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  cannot  renovate  the  Site  without  remediating  the  chemical 
compounds  identified  at  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  PG&E  wish  to  enter  into  a new  Agreement  extending  the 
cost-sharing  arrangement  to  facilitate  continued  Site  investigation,  planning,  design, 
regulatory  approvals  and  related  pre-construction  activities  leading  to  approval  of  a dredge 
plan  by  the  Dredge  Material  Management  Office  (DMMO)  and  a project  permit  from  the  Bay 
Conservation  and  Development  Commission  (BCDC)  to  undertake  dredging  and 
reconstruction  of  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  will  continue  to  manage  and  direct 
activities  to  be  funded  by  the  Agreement  and  retains  sole  decision-making  authority  regarding 
the  design  and  possible  reconstruction  of  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  provides  for  PG&E  to  cover  100%  of  “shared  costs”  for 
such  activities  up  to  a maximum  of  $2,533,000,  subject  to  a possible  credit  upon  final 
resolution  of  the  dispute  over  responsibility  for  remediation  of  the  chemical  compounds;  and 
WHEREAS,  Upon  approval  of  a Site  dredge  plan  by  DMMO  and  receipt  of  a project 
permit  from  BCDC,  the  parties  agree  to  meet  and  confer  regarding  a further  amendment  to 
this  Agreement  regarding  costs  of  sediment  remediation,  capping,  containment  and 
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monitoring  costs,  depending  on  the  findings  from  the  activities  to  be  funded  under  this 
Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  PG&E  and  the  City  reserve  their  claims  and  arguments  with  respect 
to  the  underlying  responsibility  for  conditions  at  the  Site  subject  to  the  City’s  complaint  in  Case 
No.  C 01-0316  SBA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  the  first  Cost  Sharing  Agreement  and  this  Agreement  reflect  the 
City’s  agreement  to  suspend  prosecution  of  the  claims  in  Case  No.  C 01-0316  SBA  and 
PG&E’s  agreement  to  toll  any  statute  of  limitations  that  may  affect  the  City’s  claims;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Commission  recommends 
approval  of  this  Agreement;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  to  enter  into  a second  agreement  between  the  City  and  PG&E  governing  cost

WHEREAS,  On  June  8,  2006,  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (“ABAG”), 
though  its  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations,  a joint  exercise  of  powers 
authority  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California 
(“FAN”),  caused  to  be  issued  $5,825,000  of  Community  Facilities  District  No.  2006-1  (San 
Francisco  Rincon  Hill)  Special  Tax  Bonds,  Series  2006A  (the  “Bonds”)  to  finance  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  certain  infrastructure  improvements  within  the  Rincon  Hill 
Communities  Facilities  District  (the  “District”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  were  issued  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  Indenture,  dated  as  of 
June  1,  2006  (the  “Original  Indenture”),  between  FAN  and  Union  Bank  of  California,  as  trustee 
(the  “Trustee”),  and  a portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  were  deposited  into  Rincon  Hill 
Community  Improvements  Account  and  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Account 
(collectively,  the  “City  Accounts”),  as  established  under  the  terms  of  that  Original  Indenture, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  administered  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  (“MOHCD”);  and

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WHEREAS,  Under  the  terms  of  the  Original  Indenture,  all  funds  withdrawn  from  the 
City  Accounts  required  the  approval  of  the  then  Mayor’s  Office  of  Public  Finance  or  other 
appropriate  City  official;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  2014,  FAN,  without  the  City’s  knowledge  or  approval,  entered  into 
a First  Supplemental  Indenture  of  Trust  (the  “First  Supplemental  Indenture”),  dated  as  of  July 
1,  2014,  by  and  between  FAN  and  the  Trustee,  to  eliminate  City  approval  of  any  withdrawal  of 
funds  from  the  City  Accounts  as  set  forth  under  the  Original  Indenture;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  the  basis  of  the  First  Supplemental  Indenture  and  a memorandum 
authored  by  then  FAN  Secretary  Clark  Howatt  (“Howatt”),  the  Executive  Committee  of  FAN, 
on  July  14,  2014,  adopted  Resolution  No.  14-15  authorizing  the  transfer,  without  City  approval 
or  notice,  of  the  remaining  funds  in  the  City  Accounts;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  or  about  August  12,  2014,  Howatt  and  Herbert  Pike,  an  ABAG 
employee  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  FAN,  delivered  instructions  to  the  Trustee  to  wire 
$1,296,340.66  into  a Citibank  Account  in  La  Jolla,  California  for  an  entity  denoted  “Urban 
West  for  Rincon  Developers,  LLC”;  and 

WHEREAS,  Urban  West  for  Rincon  Developers,  LLC  was  not  an  entity  entitled  to  the 
funds,  and  it  now  understood  that  the  transfer  was  the  result  of  an  embezzlement  scheme 
orchestrated  by  Howatt;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  17,  2015,  the  ABAG  Administrative  Board  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  FAN  approved  the  payment  of  restitution,  together  with  other  costs,  to  the  City; 
and 

WHEREAS,  MOHCD,  the  Controller  and  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  have  recommended 
settlement  of  such  claim  by  payment  by  ABAG  and/or  FAN  of  $1,296,340.66,  plus  interest, 
and  an  amount  of  up  to  $30,000  estimated  to  cover  certain  City  costs,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Settlement  and  Release  Agreement  to  be  executed  by  and  among  ABAG,  FAN  and  the  City,

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  historically  been 
among  the  cities  with  the  highest  average  rent  in  our  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  seen  significant  job  creation  and  employment  growth  in  the 
past  three  years,  seeing  unemployment  rates  decline  from  9.7%  in  August  2010  to  3.8%  with 
more  than  70,000  new  jobs  created;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  population  of  the  City  has  continued  to  increase  during  the  past  three 
years  of  economic  growth  and  is  expected  to  continue  growing  based  on  national  trends  of 
increased  population  growth  in  urban  areas,  resulting  in  an  increased  demand  for  housing;

WHEREAS,  Housing  production,  while  improving,  has  not  kept  up  with  the  growing

WHEREAS,  Tenants  are  often  unaware  of  their  options  and  coerced  into  accepting 
unfavorable  offers  or  giving  up  their  rent  controlled  housing,  often  within  a few  days;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  tracks  buyout  offers  and  all  eviction  notice  filings  through  the 
Rent  Board  and  funds  eviction  defense  legal  services  to  fight  evictions  as  well  the  Small  Sites

WHEREAS,  In  the  last  three  years  approximately  35  large  (“macro”)  WTS  facilities 
have  been  approved  by  the  City,  in  primarily  residential  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  have  recently  made  thousands  of  City-owned  poles 
available  for  the  installation  of  WTS  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  (AB)  57  would  create  an  expansive  California-only  automatic 
approval  remedy  for  any  new  WTS  facility  or  major  co-location  significantly  beyond  Federal 
mandates;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  does  not  provide  clarity  as  to  the  State’s  interest  in  the  siting, 
operation,  or  maintenance  of  a single  locally-installed  WTS  facility  even  though  it  broadly 
states  that  “a  wireless  facility  is  a Statewide  concern,  and  not  a municipal  affair;”  and 
WHEREAS,  AB  57  does  not  appear  to  recognize  the  complex  nature  of  land  use, 
environmental  review  (e.g.  archaeological,  geotechnical,  sensitive  habitat,  historic 
preservation),  and  noise  effect  consideration,  that  may  be  associated  with  local  approval  of  an 
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application  to  construction  a WTS  facility,  especially  when  that  facility  is  poorly  sited  or 
designed;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  does  not  clarify  whether  necessary  and  complex  building  and  fire 
safety  code  review  must  also  occur  within  State-imposed  deadlines,  or  if  a “deemed 
approved"  remedy  would  allow  installation  to  begin  without  proper  approvals;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  could  force  local  governments  to  deny  applications  that  are 
incomplete  or  contain  inadequate  designs  by  effectively  removing  the  ability  of  local 
governments  to  halt  the  State-imposed  review  clock  or  for  wireless  carriers  and  local 
governments  to  agree  extend  the  review  clock;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  references  public  notice  required  for  the  application,  but  not  public 
notice  that  may  be  required  by  law  and,  therefore,  appears  inconsistent  with  the  California 
Permit  Streamlining  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  could  be  construed  to  require  automatic  approval  of  an  application 
to  construct  a WTS  facility  even  if  an  approved  application  is  appealed  by  a member  of  the 
public  in  a timely  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  creates  timing  constraints  that  could  incentivize  wireless  carriers  to 
pursue  litigation  or  re-application  even  though  a viable  neighborhood  appropriate  design  is  in 
sight;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  may  also  incentivize  carriers  to  rely  less  on  (preferred)  rooftop- 
mounted  WTS  facilities  and  instead  rely  on  a larger  number  of  facilities  mounted  on  wooden 
utility  poles  to  meet  their  service  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  WTS  facilities  mounted  on  wooden  utility  poles  present  a number  of 
aesthetic  concerns,  particularly  within  the  City’s  historic  residential  neighborhoods,  can  be 
noisy,  and  are  less  likely  to  feature  long-term  resilient  battery  backup  in  the  event  of  a disaster 
or  power  outage;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Many  review  and  approval  delays  for  WTS  facilities  can  be  attributed  to 
incomplete  or  inaccurate  designs,  inaccurate  radio-frequency  safety  reports,  a lack  of 
community  engagement,  or  co-locations  at  existing  facilities  that  are  poorly  designed, 
installed,  or  maintained,  or  lack  prior  building  permit  completion;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  57  is  opposed  by  the  League  of  California  Cities,  the  California 
Chapter  of  the  American  Planning  Association,  and  the  California  State  Association  of 
Counties;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  respectfully  urges  the  California  Legislature  to  not  approve, 
or  the  Governor  of  California  to  veto,  AB  57,  unless  amended  to  maintain  meaningful  local 
control  over  the  review  of  WTS  facilities;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  respectively  urges  the  State  of  California  to 
create  a broadband  connectivity  group,  as  envisioned  in  the  original  language  of  AB  57,  to:  1) 
Encourage  State  agencies,  special  districts  (e.g.  flood  or  sanitation),  and  utilities  to  proactively 
consider  the  siting  of  both  commercial  and  publicly-operated  WTS  facilities;  and 
2)  Encourage  State  agencies,  special  districts  (e.g.  flood  or  sanitation),  and  utilities  to  reduce 
time  and  review  barriers  for  commercial  or  publicly-operated  wired  broadband  investments 
across  State  owned  lands  or  State  rights-of-way;  and  3)  Encourage  model  building  and 
development  codes  that  require  multiple  points  of  wired  connectivity  into  residential  dwellings 
and  commercial  suites  so  as  to  reduce  cost  and  competition  barriers  for  municipal, 
commercial,  or  non-profit  internet  service  providers.

WHEREAS,  Plastics  do  not  biodegrade  as  they  are  not  able  to  be  broken  down  by 
microorganisms  into  organic  matter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Upon  exposure  to  the  elements,  plastic  photodegrades  into  smaller  pieces 
of  plastic  causing  land  and  water  pollution,  which  are  then  also  ingested  by  filter  feeders  and 
other  marine  animals;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  small  pieces  of  plastic  absorb  persistent  toxic  organic  chemicals 
over  time  and  can  become  highly  concentrated  with  poisons  that  threaten  wildlife  and 
humans;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  toxic  chemicals  include  dichlorodiphenyltrichioroethane  (DDT), 
dichlorodiphenyldichloroethylene  (DDE),  polychlorinated  biphenyl  (PCBs),  and  flame 
retardants,  many  of  which  are  known  to  have  detrimental  effects  on  human  health  and  the 
environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Microplastics  that  are  five  millimeters  or  less  in  diameter  become 
bioavailable  as  soon  as  they  enter  the  marine  environment  and  are  ingested  by  marine 
organisms;  and 

WHEREAS,  Upon  ingestion,  these  toxics  bioaccumulate  in  fish,  which  can  then  be 
ingested  by  humans;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Safe  Drinking  Water  and  Toxic  Enforcement  Act  of  1986  (Proposition 
65)  prohibits  any  person,  in  the  course  of  doing  business,  from  knowingly  and  intentionally 
exposing  any  individual  to  a chemical  known  to  the  state  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
toxicity  without  giving  a specified  warning,  or  from  discharging  or  releasing  such  a chemical 
into  any  source  of  drinking  water;  and 

WHEREAS,  Consumer  personal  care  products  such  as  facial  scrubs,  soaps,  and 
toothpaste  commonly  carry  thousands  of  microplastics  in  the  form  of  plastic  microbeads  that 
are  flushed  down  drains  or  make  their  way  into  the  environment  by  other  means;  and 

WHEREAS,  Plastic  microbeads  are  not  removed  by  wastewater  treatment  plants  as 
they  are  not  designed  to  remove  such  minute  particles  and  are  then  released  into  the 
environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Plastic  microbeads  have  been  found  in  surface  waters  within  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  in  fish,  marine  mammals,  reptiles,  mussels,  and  worms;  and

microbeads  in  personal  care  products,  such  as  shells,  beans,  beeswax,  seeds,  and  sand;  and 
WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  888,  authored  by  State  Assembly  Member  Richard  Bloom, 
would,  beginning  January  1 , 2020,  prohibit  any  person  from  selling  or  offering  for  promotional

Resolution  fixing  prevailing  wage  rates  for  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  public  work  and  improvement;  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  janitorial  services;  workers  performing  work  in  public  off-street  parking 
lots,  garages,  or  storage  facilities  for  automobiles  on  property  owned  or  leased  by  the 
City;  workers  engaged  in  theatrical  or  technical  services  for  shows  on  property  owned 
by  the  City;  workers  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  solid  waste  generated  by  the  City  in  the 
course  of  City  operations,  pursuant  to  a contract  with  the  City;  workers  performing 
moving  services  under  City  contracts  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City;  and 
workers  engaged  in  exhibit,  display,  or  trade  show  work  at  a special  event  on  property 
owned  by  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  requires  that  prevailing 
wage  rates  be  paid  on  work  performed  under  City  contracts,  as  follows: 

(1)  Public  Works  Contracts.  Charter,  Section  A7. 204(b)  requires  that  City  contracts  for 
public  work  or  improvement  provide  that  persons  directly  or  indirectly  performing  work  under 
the  contract  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  in  private 
employment  for  similar  work,  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  6.22(E)  provides  that 
contractors  and  subcontractors  performing  a public  work  or  improvement  for  the  City  shall  pay 
workers  on  such  projects  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  plus  per  diem  wages 
and  wages  for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  for  various  crafts  and  kinds  of  labor  as  paid  in 
private  employment  in  San  Francisco; 
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(2)  Janitorial  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.2  requires  that 
City  contracts  for  janitorial  services  to  be  performed  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
provide  that  any  individual  performing  janitorial  services  under  the  contract  be  paid  not  less 
than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in 
private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  in  which  the  contract  is  being  performed; 

(3)  Parking  Lot/Garage/Auto  Storage  Facility  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section 
21 C. 3 requires  that  leases,  management  agreements,  and  other  City  contracts  for  the 
operation  of  a public  off-street  parking  lot,  garage,  or  storage  facility  for  automobiles  on 
property  owned  or  leased  by  the  City  provide  that  any  individual  working  at  the  parking  lot, 
garage,  or  storage  facility  including  but  not  limited  to  individuals  engaged  in  washing, 
polishing,  lubrication,  rent-car  service,  parking  vehicles,  cashiers,  attendants,  checking  coin 
boxes,  non-attendant  parking  lot  checking,  daily  ticket  audit,  traffic  directors  and  shuttle  driver, 
shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an 
equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the  lease, 
management  agreement,  or  contract  is  being  performed; 

(4)  Theatrical  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.4  requires  that 
contracts,  leases,  franchises,  permits,  or  agreements  awarded,  let,  issued,  or  granted  by  the 
City  require  that  any  individual  engaged  in  theatrical  or  technical  services  related  to  the 
presentation  of  a show,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  workers  engaged  in  rigging,  sound, 
projection,  theatrical  lighting,  videos,  computers,  draping,  carpentry,  special  effects,  and 
motion  picture  services  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe 
benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area 
where  the  contract,  lease,  franchise,  permit,  or  agreement  is  being  performed;

(7)  Trade  Show.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21 C. 8 requires  that  contracts,  leases, 
franchises,  permits,  or  agreements  awarded,  let,  issued,  or  granted  by  the  City  for  the  use  of 
property  owned  by  the  City  require  that  any  individual  engaged  in  exhibit,  display,  or  trade 
show  work  at  a special  event  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including 
fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the 
area  where  the  contract,  lease,  franchise,  permit,  or  agreement  is  being  performed;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  Administrative  Code,  Sections  6.22(E)  and 
21 C. 7(c)(1)  respectively  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Board”)  annually  to  fix  and 
determine  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  such  rate  of  wages  paid  for  holiday  and 
overtime  work,  paid  in  private  employment  in  San  Francisco  for  the  various  crafts  and  kinds  of 
labor  used  on  public  works  and  construction  projects;  for  janitorial  services;  for  work  in  public

WHEREAS,  For  that  purpose  the  Commission  at  its  September  15,  2014,  meeting 
considered  the  issue  of  prevailing  wages  for  trade  show  workers,  and  at  its  April  6,  2015, 
meeting  considered  the  issue  of  prevailing  wages  for  the  other  categories  of  workers  covered 
in  this  Resolution,  along  with  reports  for  each  meeting  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Labor 
Standards  Enforcement  (the  “OLSE  trade  show  report”  and  the  “OLSE  report,”  respectively), 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150428.  which  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  at  its  September  15,  2014,  and  April  6,  2015,  meetings 
certified  the  data  in  and  adopted  the  respective  OLSE  reports,  which  include  conclusions  as  to 
the  prevailing  wage  rates  to  be  set  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code,  Sections  6.22(E),

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns,  and  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (Department)  maintains,  a municipal  golf  course  open  to  the  public 
known  as  TPC  Harding  Park  Golf  Course;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  2,  2014,  in  a news  conference  held  at  City  Hall,  the  PGA  of 
America  announced  their  desire  to  present  the  2020  PGA  Championship  in  San  Francisco  at 
TPC  Harding  Park  Golf  Course;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  would  be  only  the  fifth  time  in  the  history  of  the  PGA  Championship 
that  it  would  held  California;  and

WHEREAS,  South  Park  (“Park”)  is  bound  by  South  Park  Avenue  in  the  neighborhood

WHEREAS,  The  South  Park  Improvement  Association  (“SPIA”)  is  a neighborhood  park 
advocacy  and  fundraising  group;  and 

WHEREAS,  SPIA  supports  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department’s  mission  of  providing 
San  Franciscans  with  enriching  recreational  activities,  maintaining  beautiful  parks,  and 
preserving  the  environment  for  the  well-being  of  its  diverse  community  efforts;  and 

WHEREAS,  SPIA  seeks  to  support  this  mission  through  their  philanthropic  and  creative 
support  of  renovating  the  Park;  and

WHEREAS,  The  California  Enterprise  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  is 
authorized  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  California  Government  Code,  Section  6500  et  seq.

Resolution  retroactively  authorizing  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  to  accept  and 
expend  a grant  in  the  amount  of  $110,276  from  the  California  Governor’s  Office  of 
Emergency  Services  for  the  Human  Trafficking  Advocacy  Program  for  the  grant 
period  October  1,  2014,  through  September  30,  2015,  to  ensure  human  trafficking 
victims  receive  comprehensive  victim  services  and  to  enhance  the  collaboration  with 
the  Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Anti-Human  Trafficking. 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  (SFDA)  applied  for  funding  from  the 
California  Governor’s  Office  of  Emergency  Services  for  the  “Human  Trafficking  Advocacy 
Program”  and  was  awarded  One  Hundred  Ten  Thousand  and  Two  Hundred  Seventy-Six 
dollars  ($110,276);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  Human  Trafficking  Advocacy  Program  is  to  provide 
funding  for  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Centers  to  provide  services  to  victims  of  human 
trafficking;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFDA  will  use  grant  funds  to  increase  the  identification  of  human 
trafficking  victims,  coordinate  comprehensive  services  for  those  victims,  and  enhance  the 
collaboration  with  the  Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Anti-Human  Trafficking;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  (ASO) 
Amendment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  terms  prohibit  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs 
in  the  grant  budget;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Office 
of  the  District  Attorney  to  retroactively  accept  and  expend,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  a grant  from  the  California  Governor’s  Office  of  Emergency  Services’ 
Human  Trafficking  Advocacy  Program  in  the  amount  of  $110,276  to  ensure  human 
trafficking  victims  receive  comprehensive  services  and  to  enhance  the  collaboration  with 
the  Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Anti-Human  Trafficking.

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  the  Assessor-Recorder  is  committed  to  providing  quality 
customer  service  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  is  responsible  for  administering  the 
State  constitutional  responsibilities  relating  to  property  taxation  within  the  City  & County  of 
San  Francisco  (City);  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  205,130  parcels  located  in  89  identified  neighborhood  market 
areas  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ability  to  accurately  and  fairly  value  or  reassess  properties  in  the  City 
depends  on  obtaining  timely  and  complete  market  sales  data  for  similar  properties;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Association  of  Realtors®  (SFAR)  owns  and  manages 
access  to  the  SFAR  Multiple  Listing  Service  (SFARMLS),  a valuable  real  property  data  tool 
used  by  real  estate  professionals  that  lists  up-to-date  information  on  properties  that  have  sold, 
including  building  condition  at  the  time  of  sale  and  other  comparable  sales  data;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFAR  is  prepared  to  provide  to  the  City  access  to  SFARMLS  in  order  to 
ensure  more  accurate  and  fair  tax  assessments  for  all  San  Francisco  property  owners  and 
taxpayers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift  are  detailed  in  a proposed  Gift 
Agreement  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150537.  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  resolution  as  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Assessor-Recorder  agrees  to  utilize  this  in-kind  gift  in  accordance

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(the  “Director”)  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt 
Limit  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  residential  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  for  222 
Beale  Street  (San  Francisco,  California  94105);  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to 
direct  the  Controller’s  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in 
accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that 
the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount 
equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  residential 
mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the 
City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000;  authorizing  and 
directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and 
ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project,  as 
defined  herein,  and  the  Application,  as  defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the

residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7 of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  “City  Law”),  constituting  Article  I of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7 of  Part  5 thereof  (the  “State  Law”),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mercy  Housing  California  64,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  (or  any 
successor  thereto  including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project,  the  “Developer”),  desires  to 
construct  a 120  -unit  affordable  residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  222  Beale 
Street,  San  Francisco,  California  94105  (the  “Project”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  “Bonds”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$35,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  “Loan”)  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  “Code”),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  26,  2015,  and  May  3,  2015,  the  City  caused  a notice  stating  that  a 
public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  May  14,  2015,  to 
appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  May  14,  2015,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
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persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such 
hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 
WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (“CDLAC”)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore  be  it 
RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $35,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  “Director”),  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  submit  an  application  (the  “Application”),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be 
required,  to  CD  LAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the 
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Project  of  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $35,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (“Deposit”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7 of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  “Hotel  Tax  Fund”). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 . The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution, 
and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees  with  respect  to  the  Project, 
consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  supporting  California  State  Senate  Bill  128,  the  End-of  Life  Option  Act, 
authored  by  Senators  Lois  Wolk  and  Bill  Monning,  which  would  expand  end-of-life 
options  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  California  enacted  the  Uniform  Healthcare  Decisions  Act,  also 
known  as  the  Health  Care  Decisions  Law,  which  consolidated  the  state’s  previous  advance 
directives  and  affirmed  patients’  right  to  self-determined  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  January  of  2015,  Senators  Lois  Wolk  and  Bill  Monning,  introduced 
Senate  Bill  128  (SB  128),  the  End-of-Life  Option  Act,  which  would  expand  the  end  of  life 
options  available  to  Californians  in  the  final  stages  of  life  due  to  terminal  illness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Advances  in  science  and  technology  have  created  medical  interventions 
that  often  prolong  the  dying  process  and  increase  suffering;  and 

WHEREAS,  ’’Aid  in  dying”  describes  a medical  practice  defined  by  established 
standards  of  care,  which  enables  a mentally  competent,  terminally  ill  adult  to  obtain  a 
prescription  for  medication,  which  the  patient  may  choose  to  self-administer,  in  the  face  of 
unbearable  suffering,  and  to  advance  the  time  of  an  approaching  death;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  find  comfort  and  peace  of  mind  in  having  access  to  options  at  the 
end  of  life,  including  aid  in  dying,  even  if  they  do  not  exercise  those  options;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  Oregon  was  the  first  state  to  enact  a Death  with  Dignity  Act, 
allowing  terminally-ill  residents  to  end  their  lives  through  the  voluntary,  self-administration  of 
lethal  medication  prescribed  by  physicians,  and  requiring  the  state  to  collect  information  and 
publish  annual  reports;  and 

WHEREAS,  Oregon  has  nearly  two  decades  of  data  that  demonstrates  the  utility  and 
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safety  of  the  practice  of  upholding  a patient’s  right  to  self-determination;  and 

WHEREAS,  Four  additional  states  - Washington,  Vermont,  New  Mexico,  and  Montana 
- have  affirmed  aid  in  dying  practices  through  legislative  and/or  legal  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  Twenty-five  legislatures,  including  the  District  of  Columbia  will  have

WHEREAS,  Health  care  is  a human  right,  and  all  Americans  deserve  affordable, 
comprehensive  health  care  paid  for  by  an  insurance  program  that  brings  everybody  in  and 
leaves  nobody  out;  and 

WHEREAS,  July  30,  2015,  will  mark  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the 
Medicare  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  Medicare  is  our  nation’s  most  successful  and  financially  efficient  health 
insurance  system,  serving  the  health  care  needs  of  almost  50  million  older  and  disabled 
Americans,  with  administrative  costs  averaging  only  2 percent  of  program  outlays;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  its  fundamental  strengths,  seniors  bear  significant  out-of-pocket 
health  expenses  under  Medicare  and  do  not  have  coverage  for  dental,  vision,  and  long  term 
care;  and

Resolution  establishing  a Board  of  Supervisors  policy  that  police  staffing  levels  be 
adjusted  to  account  for  population  and  neighborhood  growth. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  is  charged  with  preserving  the 
public  peace,  preventing  and  detecting  crime,  and  protecting  the  rights  of  persons  and 
properties  by  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  State  of  California  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  1,730  sworn  active  duty 
officers  down  from  1,951  sworn  active  duty  officers  in  May  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  annual  budget,  that 
sets  the  appropriation  for  the  budget  for  the  Police  Department,  which  includes  determining 
the  number  and  size  of  annual  Police  academy  classes;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  passed  Proposition  D,  a Charter 
amendment  that  established  a police  staffing  level  of  not  fewer  than  1 ,971  full  duty  sworn 
officers;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  population  of  San  Francisco  was  742,316;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  2014,  the  population  of  San  Francisco  was  estimated  to  be  841 ,138, 
which  is  an  increase  of  98,822  since  1994,  or  13.3%;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  increase  of  13.3%  from  1,971  full  duty  sworn  officers  would  add  262 
officers  to  the  Charter-mandated  staffing  minimum  for  a total  of  2,233;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  Police  Executive  Research  Forum  (PERF)  published  a report 
in  which  it  developed  a Vision  Statement  for  the  city’s  Police  Department  and 
recommendations  to  implement  this  Vision  Statement,  which  included  an  emphasis  on 
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community  policing  and  problem-solving  policing  in  the  department’s  approach  to  crime- 
fighting;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  PERF  report’s  recommendations  to  achieve  the  goals  of  this  vision 
statement  included  a range  of  staffing  levels  for  sworn  personnel  of  up  to  2,254  officers,  when 
San  Francisco’s  population  was  798,680;  and 

WHEREAS,  A report  by  the  San  Francisco  Controller  in  2015  found  that  from  2004  to 
2014,  the  sworn  police  staffing  per  100,000  residents  in  San  Francisco  has  decreased  by  13 
percent;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  a comparison  with  peer  cities,  San  Francisco  was  found  to  have  the 
second  highest  total  crime  per  100,000  residents,  trailing  only  Oakland,  and  also  was  found  to 
trail  several  jurisdictions,  including  Washington  DC,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Newark,  and 
Boston,  in  the  ratio  of  sworn  and  civilian  police  staffing  per  100,000  for  both  residents  and 
daytime  population;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  15  peer  cities  studied  in  the  Controller’s  report  average  271  police 
officers  per  100,000  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  meet  that  average  level  of  police  service,  San  Francisco  would

Hancock  and  Monning),  which  creates  or  expands  three  related  clean-energy  goals  to 
be  achieved  by  2030:  generating  50%  of  total  retail  sales  of  electricity  from  renewable 
resources;  doubling  the  energy  efficiency  of  existing  buildings;  and  reducing 
petroleum  used  in  motor  vehicles  by  50%. 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  fossil  fuels  for  electricity  generation,  motor  vehicles,  and 
buildings  is  linked  to  negative  environmental  impacts,  including  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
and  water  and  air  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Particulate  pollution  from  fossil-fueled  power  plants  is  linked  to  respiratory 
ailments,  neurological  damage,  heart  attacks  and  cancer;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  replacement  of  fossil  fuels  with  renewable  energy  has  been  found  to 
reduce  premature  mortality  and  lost  workdays,  and  lower  overall  healthcare  costs;  and

WHEREAS,  On  April  2,  2015,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a hearing 
to  address  racial  bias  and  inequality  in  the  San  Francisco  Justice  System  in  response  to 
revealed  racist  and  homophobic  text  messages  among  12  San  Francisco  Police  Officers  and 
in  response  to  local  and  national  protests  and  demonstrations  that  have  called  for  elected

WHEREAS,  African  American  San  Franciscans  are  arrested  at  a rate  seven  times 
greater  than  other  races  in  other  Cities  in  the  California;  and

WHEREAS,  African  American  women  in  San  Francisco  face  arrest  rates  thirteen  times

WHEREAS,  Officer-involved  shootings  and  homicides  in  any  City  seldom  lead  to  a 
charges,  and  even  much  more  rarely  a conviction;  and

1.  Require  SFPD  to  train  officers  more  effectively  in  the  use  of  force,  especially  lethal 
force.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to 
expend  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  dollars  in  the  amount  of  $2,505,000. 


WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  No. 
217-05  (the  “Ordinance”),  which,  among  other  things,  established  a new  Rincon  Hill 
Downtown  Residential  Mixed  Use  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  added  Section  418  to  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
which  identifies  a need  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of  new  development  in  the  Rincon  Hill  area  and 
establishes  two  new  fees:  (1)  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee,  which 
provides  specific  improvements,  including  community  open  spaces,  pedestrian  and 
streetscape  improvements  and  other  facilities  and  services;  and  (2)  a SOMA  Community 
Stabilization  Fee,  which  mitigates  impacts  on  affordable  housing,  economic  and  community 
development  and  community  cohesion  in  SOMA,  as  defined  in  Section  401  in  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Code  (the  area  bounded  by  Market  Street  to  the  north,  Embarcadero  to 
the  east,  King  Street  to  the  south,  and  South  Van  Ness  and  Division  to  the  west);  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee  and  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fee  are  imposed  on  new  residential  development  within  the  Rincon 
Hill  Downtown  Residential  Mixed  Use  District,  as  defined  in  Section  827  of  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Code  (the  area  generally  bounded  by  Folsom  Street,  the  Bay  Bridge,  the 
Embarcadero,  and  Essex  Street);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  established  two  separate  funds:  (1)  a Rincon  Hill 
Community  Improvements  Fund  for  the  deposit  of  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure 
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Impact  Fees  collected;  and  (2)  a SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  for  the  deposit  of 
SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fees  collected;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  money  collected  from  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fee,  along 
with  up  to  $6  million  transferred  from  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Improvements  Impact  Fund, 
is  to  be  deposited  in  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  maintained  by  the  Controller, 
which  will  be  used  to  address  various  impacts  of  destabilization  on  residents  and  businesses 
in  SOMA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  established  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  Community  Advisory  Committee  (SOMA  CAC)  to  advise  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Community  Development  (MOCD),  now  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (MOHCD),  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  uses  of  the  Fund; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  6,  2008,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution  216-08, 
creating  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  Strategic  Plan  and  authorized  MOHCD  to 
administer  the  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  Strategic  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SOMA  CAC  and  MOHCD  staff  worked  collaboratively  to  issue  a 
request  for  proposals  (RFP)  that  was  released  on  December  19,  2014,  consistent  with  the 
Strategic  Plan,  for  nonprofit  organizations  and  businesses  seeking  assistance  from  the  Fund; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  the  SOMA  CAC  Funding  Recommendations  resulting  from  the 
RFP  has  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  150497:  now,  therefore,  be 
it

WHEREAS,  The  City  continues  to  be  one  of  the  highest-priced  ownership  markets  in 
the  country  with  a median  home  sales  price  of  $1.1  million,  a 19.4%  increase  from  the 
previous  year,  according  to  the  real  estate  website  Trulia;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  continues  to 
see  a widening  affordability  gap  for  low  to  moderate  income  households  for  both  rental  and 
homeownership;  and 

WHEREAS,  Limited  state  and  federal  resources  and  the  high  cost  of  housing 
development  puts  a greater  burden  on  local  government  to  contribute  their  own  limited 
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resources,  and  thus  means  that  the  City’s  supply  of  affordable  housing  has  not  kept  pace  with 
demand;  and 

WHEREAS,  Limited  local  funding  for  affordable  housing  can  leverage  federal,  state 
and  private  investment  at  a 3:1  rate;  and

WHEREAS,  The  housing  affordability  gap  that  has  arisen  and  expanded  in  the  local 
housing  market  inhibits  the  City  from  ensuring  that  economic  diversity  can  be  maintained;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  high  housing  costs  can  inhibit  healthy,  balanced  economic  growth 
regionally;  and 

WHEREAS,  Individuals  and  families  who  are  increasingly  locked  out  of  the  local

Section  1 . The  Board  determines  and  declares  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity 
demand  the  construction,  development,  acquisition,  and  preservation  of  affordable  housing  in 
the  City  for  low-  and  middle-income  households,  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  Bonds  will  fund  capital  projects  that  will  prioritize  vulnerable 
populations  such  as  the  City’s  working  families,  veterans,  seniors  and  disabled  persons  and 
will  assist  in  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  preservation  of  affordable  rental  apartment 
buildings  to  prevent  the  eviction  of  long-term  residents;  will  repair  and  reconstruct  dilapidated 
public  housing;  fund  a middle-income  rental  program,  and  provide  for  homeownership  down 
payment  assistance  opportunities  for  educators  and  middle-income  households. 

Section  3.  The  estimated  cost  of  $310,000,000  of  the  Bonds  is  and  will  be  too  great 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City,  will  require  an 
expenditure  greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the 
incurrence  of  bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $310,000,000.

Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31"):  The  Environmental  Review  Officer  determined  that  this  legislation 
is  not  defined  as  a project  subject  to  CEQA  because  it  is  a funding  mechanism  involving  no 
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commitment  to  any  specific  projects  at  any  specific  locations,  as  set  forth  in  CEQA  Guidelines 
Section  15378. 

Section  5.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  (i)  was  referred  to 
the  Planning  Department  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and 
Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the  Administrative  Code,  (ii)  is  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of 
Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  and  (iii)  is  consistent  with  the  City’s 
General  Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General 
Plan  Referral  Report  dated  May  1 1 , 2015,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  150489  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  this  reference. 

Section  6.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Administrative 
Code  Section  2.34  is  waived. 

Section  7.  Under  Administrative  Code  Section  2.40,  the  ordinance  submitting  this 
proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a provision  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of 
the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Administrative 
Code  Chapter  37. 

Section  8.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
of  the  City  incurred  or  expected  to  be  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  series  of 
the  Bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  hereby  declares  the  City’s  intent  to 
reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  (the  “Expenditures”  and  each,  an  “Expenditure”)  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no 
more  than  60  days  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the 
date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a 
capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Bonds,  (c)  a 
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nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $310,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a written 
allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City’s  use  of  proceeds  of  the  applicable  series  of 
Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on 
which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  related  portion  of  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or 
abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is 
paid.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Sheriff’s  Department  to  submit  a funding  application  to  the 
Board  of  State  and  Community  Corrections  pursuant  to  California  State  Senate  Bill  863 
(2014)  for  a proposed  project  to  replace  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County  Jail  No.  4; 
outlining  the  cash  contribution  funds  for  the  proposed  project;  conditionally  approving 
the  form  and  execution  of  associated  financing  and  construction  documents;  and 
adopting  a Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  and  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting 
Program. 


WHEREAS,  Under  Senate  Bill  863,  Chapter  37,  Statutes  of  2015  ("SB  863"),  the  State 
of  California  authorized  the  Board  of  State  and  Community  Corrections  ("BSCC"),  the 
California  State  Public  Works  Board  (“SPWB”),  and  participating  counties  to  acquire,  design 
and  construct  adult  local  criminal  justice  facilities  approved  by  the  BSCC;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  863  authorized  the  SPWB  to  issue  up  to  $500,000,000  in  lease 
revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  acquisition,  design,  renovate,  and  construction  of  approved 
adult  local  criminal  justice  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  10,  2015,  the  BSCC  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  for 
Construction  of  Adult  Local  Criminal  Justice  Facilities  ("SB  863  RFP"),  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150701.  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1992,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("County")  developed 
Seismic  Hazard  Ratings  for  over  200  of  its  public  buildings  on  a scale  from  one  to  four,  with 
four  representing  the  most  seismically  deficient,  and  County’s  Hall  of  Justice  building  at  850 
Bryant  Street  (“HOJ”)  is  a seismically  deficient  building  that  received  a rating  of  three;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  HOJ  contains  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County  Jail  No.  4,  which  have  a 
combined  total  of  905  (826  rated)  bed  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  HOJ  sustains  significant  damage  due  to  a major  seismic  event,  the 
estimated  cost  to  relocate  and  transport  inmates  housed  in  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County  Jail 
No.  4 is  estimated  to  be  tens  of  millions  of  dollars,  and  replacing  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County 
Jail  No.  4 has  been  a high  priority  of  the  County’s  Ten-Year  Capital  Plan  since  its  inception  in 
2006;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a FYs  2014-2023  Ten-Year  Capital 
Plan  on  April  21,  2015,  showing  that  the  County  could  fully  fund  a replacement  jail  facility  in 
an  amount  equal  to  $278,000,000  with  General  Fund  supported  certificates  of  participation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  replacement  of  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County  Jail  No.  4 with  a new  jail 
facility  adjacent  to  HOJ  (the  “Proposed  Facility”)  is  currently  estimated  to  cost  $240,000,000, 
and  if  the  County  receives  financing  of  SB  863  funds  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  the  total  cost  to 
the  County  to  construct  the  Proposed  Facility  would  be  substantially  offset  by  such  awarded 
funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Applying  for  the  SB  863  funds  requires  the  County  to  submit  an 
Applicant’s  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  150701  (“Applicant’s  Agreement”),  which  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  is  qualified  to  receive  up  to  $80,000,000  of  SB  863  funds 
through  the  SB  863  RFP,  which  amount  would  require  a matching  County  contribution  of 
$24,000,000  (“County’s  Cash  Contribution”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  budgets  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  for  Fiscal  Years  2012 
through  2015,  $10,190,000  was  appropriated  to  the  County’s  Sheriff’s  Department  through  the 
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capital  budget  for  replacement  of  County  Jail  No.  3 and  County  Jail  No.  4,  which  amount 
could  be  used  towards  County’s  Cash  Contribution;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  County  receives  a conditional  intent  to  award  SB  863  financing  for 
the  Proposed  Facility  (a  “Notice  of  Funding  Intent”),  City  staff  will  submit  legislation  authorizing 
the  use  of  $13,810,000  of  commercial  paper  for  the  Proposed  Facility  to  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  consideration  within  30  days  of  receiving  the  Notice  of  Funding  Intent  from  the 
BSCC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  submitted  application  for  SB  863  financing  must  include  a resolution 
that  is  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  provides  assurance  that  County’s  Cash 
Contribution  will  be  lawfully  available  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  a July  7,  2015  letter  from 
the  County’s  Controller  confirms  $10,190,000  has  been  appropriated  for  the  Proposed  Facility 
and  is  duly  authorized  and  lawfully  available,  which  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150701  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  submitted  application  for  SB  863  financing  must  include  a resolution 
that  is  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  authorizes  the  execution  of  a Project  Delivery 
and  Construction  Agreement,  a BSCC  Jail  Construction  Agreement,  and  a Right  of  Entry  for 
Construction  and  Operation  (collectively,  “Construction  Documents”),  and  a Ground  Lease, 
Facility  Lease,  and  a Facility  Sublease  (collectively,  the  “Financing  Documents”),  which  are 
substantially  the  forms  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150701. 
and  the  Construction  Documents  and  the  Financing  Documents  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SB  863  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  863  financing 
must  designate  the  construction  administrator  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  County’s 
construction  administrator  for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Jumoke  Akin-Taylor,  Project 
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Manager  for  San  Francisco  Public  Works  (SFPW),  Building  Design  & Construction  (BDC)  - 
Project  Management,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  Director  of  SFPW;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SB  863  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  863  financing 
must  designate  the  financial  officer  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  County’s  financial  officers 
for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Bree  Mawhorter,  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  County’s  Sheriffs 
Department,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  County’s  Sheriff,  and  Jumoke  Akin-Taylor, 
Project  Manager  for  San  Francisco  Public  Works  (SFPW),  Building  Design  & Construction 
(BDC)  - Project  Management,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  Director  of  SFPW;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  SB  863  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  863  financing 
must  designate  the  project  contact  person  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  County’s  project 
contact  persons  for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Jumoke  Akin-Taylor,  Project  Manager  for 
SFPW,  Building  Design  & Construction  (BDC)  - Project  Management,  or  any  other  person 
designated  by  the  Director  of  SFPW,  and  Bree  Mawhorter,  Sheriffs  Department,  or  any  other 
person  designated  by  the  County’s  Sheriff;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  submitted  application  for  SB  863  financing  must  include  a resolution 
adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  provides  assurance  the  County  will  fully  and  safely 
staff  and  operate  the  Proposed  Facility  within  90  days  after  completion  of  construction;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  SB  863  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  863  financing 
must  have  fee  ownership  or  a long-term  lease  of  the  real  property  required  for  the  Proposed 
Facility  within  90  days  of  receiving  a Notice  of  Funding  Intent  from  the  BSCC,  and  such  real 
property  is  currently  owned  by  third  parties  (the  ‘Acquisition  Parcels”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  prepared  a Draft  Initial  Study/Mitigated  Negative 
Declaration  (“IS/MND“)  for  the  Proposed  Facility  and  published  it  for  public  review  on  May  13, 
2015; and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Draft  IS/MND  was  available  for  public  comment  until  June  3,  2015; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  25,  2015,  the  Planning  Commission  reviewed  and  considered  the 
Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (“FMND“)  and  found  that  the  contents  of  said  report  and 
the  procedures  through  which  the  FMND  was  prepared,  publicized,  and  reviewed  complied 
with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code,  Sections 
21000,  et  seq.)  (“CEQA“),  14  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Sections  15000,  et  seq.  (the 
“CEQA  Guidelines”)  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (“Chapter  31”): 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  found  the  FMND  was  adequate,  accurate  and 
objective,  reflected  the  independent  analysis  and  judgment  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
and  the  Planning  Commission,  and  that  the  summary  of  comments  and  responses  contained 
no  significant  revisions  to  the  Preliminary  IS/MND,  and  approved  the  FMND  for  the  Proposed 
Facility  in  compliance  with  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31 ; and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  Jonas  lonin,  is  the  custodian  of  records, 
located  in  File  No.  201 4.01 98E,  at  1650  Mission  Street,  Fourth  Floor,  San  Francisco, 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Department  staff  prepared  a Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting 
program  (“MMRP“),  which  material  was  made  available  to  the  public  and  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  this  Board’s  review,  consideration  and  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a public  hearing  on  the  FMND  on  July  10, 
2015,  and  upheld  and  affirmed  the  FMND  and  found  that  the  FMND  was  adequate,  accurate 
and  objective,  reflected  the  independent  analysis  and  judgment  of  the  City,  and  that  the 
summary  of  comments  and  responses  contained  no  significant  revisions  to  the  Preliminary 
IS/MND,  and  approved  the  FMND  for  the  Proposed  Facility  in  compliance  with  CEQA,  the 
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CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Motion  No.  M15-120:  now 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  FMND 
and  the  record  as  a whole,  finds  that  the  FMND  is  adequate  for  its  use  as  the  decision-making 
body  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  that  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  Proposed  Facility 
will  have  a significant  effect  on  the  environment  with  the  adoption  of  the  mitigation  measures 
contained  in  the  MMRP  to  avoid  potentially  significant  environmental  effects  associated  with 
the  Proposed  Facility,  and  hereby  adopts  the  FMND;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  adopts  the  MMRP 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A and  incorporated  herein  as  part  of  this  Resolution  by  this 
reference  thereto  and  commits  to  all  required  mitigation  measures  identified  in  the  FMND  and 
contained  in  the  MMRP;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  County  is  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for 
$80,000,000  of  SB  863  funds  in  response  to  the  SB  863  RFP;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Director  of  SFPW  is  authorized  to  execute  and  submit  the 
Applicant’s  Agreement  to  the  BSCC;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  the  30  day  period  following  County’s  receipt  of  the 
Notice  of  Funding  Intent  from  BSCC,  City  staff  shall  submit  legislation  authorizing  the 
appropriation  of  $13,810,000  of  commercial  paper  to  fund  the  remainder  of  County’s  Cash 
Contribution  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  for  consideration;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  County’s  Cash  Contribution  shall  be  compatible  with  the 
lease  revenue  financing  that  funds  the  SB  863  funds  awarded  to  County  for  the  Proposed 
Facility;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  County  will  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  Proposed 
Facility  if  County  is  awarded  and  accepts  the  SB  863  financing  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  the 
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County  acquires  the  Acquisition  Parcels  and  obtains  sufficient  funding  for  the  development 
and  construction  of  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  contract 
for  the  design  of  the  Proposed  Facility  and  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Proposed 
Facility  (the  “Acceptance  Conditions”);  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  approve  the  form  of 
the  Construction  Documents  and  the  Financing  Documents,  as  may  be  modified  by  mutual 
agreement  of  County  and  BSCC  to  allow  a portion  of  the  Proposed  Facility  to  be  encumbered 
with  the  Financing  Documents  for  the  SB  863  funds  awarded  for  the  Proposed  Facility  and  a 
portion  of  the  Proposed  Facility  to  be  encumbered  with  the  financing  documents  related  to  the 
issuance  of  County’s  General  Fund  certificates  of  participation  for  the  Proposed  Facility;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  If  the  Acceptance  Conditions  are  fully  satisfied,  the  following 
persons  (collectively,  the  “Authorized  Officers”),  will  be  authorized  to  execute  the  Construction 
Documents  and  the  Financing  Documents  as  specified  below  for  and  in  the  name  of  the 
County  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  is  required  for  the  awarded  SB  863  financing, 
modified  as  may  be  necessary  for  a design-build  project,  with  such  additions  thereto  and 
changes  therein  as  are  required  by  the  BSCC  or  the  SPWB  to  effectuate  the  financing 
program  for  the  SB  863  financing  and  as  condition  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  if  the 
applicable  Authorized  Officers,  determine,  in  consultation  with  the  County’s  City  Attorney, 
such  changes  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  County,  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations 
or  liabilities  of  the  County,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the 
Construction  Documents,  the  Financing  Documents  or  this  Resolution,  and  are  in  compliance 
with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  County's  Charter,  and  approval  of  such  changes  shall 
be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  thereof  by  the  applicable  Authorized 
Officers,  with  (i)  County’s  Director  of  Property  or  his  or  her  designee,  acting  alone,  authorized 
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to  sign  the  Financing  Documents,  (ii)  County’s  Director  of  Property  or  his  or  her  designee, 
authorized  to  sign  the  Right  of  Entry  for  Construction  and  Operation  and  the  Facilities 
Sublease  on  behalf  of  the  County,  (iii)  County’s  Controlier  or  his  or  her  designee,  County’s 
Sheriff  or  his  or  her  designee,  and  the  Director  of  SFPW  or  his  or  her  designee,  acting 
together,  authorized  to  sign  the  BSCC  Jail  Construction  Agreement,  and  (iv)  County’s 
Controller  or  his  or  her  designee,  and  County’s  Sheriff  or  his  or  her  designee,  acting  together 
and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  SFPW  or  his  or  her  designee,  authorized  to 
sign  the  Project  Delivery  and  Construction  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  County  is  awarded  financing  of  SB  863  funds  and 
the  Acceptance  Conditions  are  fully  satisfied,  the  County  shall  (i)  adhere  to  state  requirements 
and  terms  of  agreement  between  the  County,  the  BSCC,  and  the  SPWB  in  the  expenditure  of 
such  financing  and  the  County’s  Cash  Contribution,  and  (ii)  safely  staff  and  operate  the 
Proposed  Facility,  should  it  be  constructed,  within  90  days  after  substantial  completion  of 
construction  of  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  (iii)  for  so  long  as  the  SPWB  lease-revenue  bonds 
secured  by  the  Financing  Documents  remain  outstanding,  not  dispose  of,  modify  the  use  of, 
or  change  the  terms  of  the  real  property  title  or  other  interest  in  the  site  needed  to  construct 
the  Proposed  Facility,  or  lease  housing  capacity  in  the  Proposed  Facility  subject  to  the 
Financing  Documents  to  any  other  public  or  private  entity  without  permission  and  instructions 
for  such  action  from  the  BSCC  for  a period  often  years  beyond  the  completion  of  construction 
of  the  Proposed  Facility.

WHEREAS,  MTC  Resolution  No.  4108  requires  that  requests  for  the  allocation  of  TDA 
Article  3 funding  be  submitted  as  part  of  a single,  countywide  coordinated  claim  from  each 
county  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  and  San 
Francisco  Public  Works  (SFPW)  desire  to  submit  a request  to  MTC  for  the  allocation  of  TDA 
Article  3 Funds  to  support  the  projects  described  below,  which  are  for  the  exclusive  benefit  or 
use  of  pedestrians  or  bicyclists;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  identified  $51 1 ,848  in  projects  for  the  engineering, 
construction,  maintenance  and  project  management  of  bicycle  facility  projects  in  San 
Francisco  to  be  funded  from  FY2015-2016  TDA  Article  3 grant  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  will  not  proceed  with  any  project  until  there  has  been 
complete  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(CEQA,  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.)  and  the  City’s  environmental  quality 
regulations  for  each  bicycle  facility  project;  specifically,  the  SFMTA  retains  the  absolute 
discretion  to  (1)  modify  the  project  to  mitigate  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts;  (2) 
select  feasible  alternatives  which  avoid  significant  adverse  impacts  of  the  project;  (3)  require 
the  implementation  of  specific  measures  to  mitigate  the  significant  adverse  environmental 
impacts  of  the  project;  (4)  reject  the  project  if  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  project 
do  not  outweigh  otherwise  unavoidable  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts;  or  (5) 
approve  the  project  upon  a finding  that  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  project 
outweigh  otherwise  unavoidable  significant  adverse  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  19,  2015,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
15-075.  authorizing  the  Director  of  Transportation  of  the  SFMTA  (or  his  designee)  to  accept 
and  expend  $511,848  of  FY201 5-2016  TDA  Article  3 grant  funds  for  bicycle  facility  projects; 
and 

WHEREAS,  SFPW  has  identified  $251,568  in  work  for  the  preliminary  engineering  and 
design  of  curb  ramps  to  be  constructed  at  various  locations  throughout  San  Francisco,  as 
required  by  the  federal  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  to  be  funded  from  FY201 5-2016  TDA 
Article  3 grant  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPW  has  identified  $251,567  in  work  to  repair  public  sidewalks  at  various 
locations  throughout  San  Francisco  to  be  funded  from  FY2015-2016  TDA  Article  3 grant 
funds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City’s  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  SFPW’s  actions 
contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA,  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.); 
specifically,  curb  ramps  are  categorically  exempt  and  public  sidewalk  reconstruction  is 
deemed  not  a project  activity  requiring  review  under  CEQA;  said  determinations  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  and  SFPW  are  not  legally  impeded  from  submitting  a request  to 
the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  for  the  allocation  of  TDA  Article  3,  nor  are 
SFMTA  and  SFPW  legally  impeded  from  undertaking  the  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  and  SFPW  have  committed  adequate  staffing  resources  to 
complete  the  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  A review  of  the  projects  has  resulted  in  the  consideration  of  all  pertinent 
matters,  including  those  related  to  environmental  and  right-of-way  permits  and  clearances, 
attendant  to  the  successful  completion  of  the  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Issues  attendant  to  securing  environmental  and  right-of-way  permits  and 
clearances  for  the  projects  have  been  reviewed  and  will  be  concluded  in  a manner  and  on  a 
schedule  that  will  not  jeopardize  the  deadline  for  the  use  of  the  TDA  funds  being  requested; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  projects  are  included  in  a locally  approved  bicycle,  pedestrian,  transit, 
multimodal,  complete  streets,  or  other  relevant  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  project  that  is  a bikeway  will  meet  the  mandatory  minimum  safety 
design  criteria  published  in  Chapter  1000  of  the  California  Highway  Design  Manual;  and 

WHEREAS,  That  as  described  in  the  budgets  for  the  projects,  the  sources  of  funding 
other  than  TDA  are  assured  and  adequate  for  completion  of  the  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  projects  will  be  completed  before  the  grant  funds  expire;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  and  SFPW  agree  to  maintain,  or  provide  for  the  maintenance 
of,  the  projects  and  facilities  for  the  benefit  of  and  use  by  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPW’s  proposed  grant  budget  includes  indirect  costs  of  $174,502,  and 
the  SFMTA’s  grant  budget  includes  indirect  costs  of  $230,331;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  SFMTA  and  SFPW  declare  they  are  eligible  to  request  an 
allocation  of  TDA  Article  3 funds  pursuant  to  Section  99234  of  the  Public  Utilities  Code;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  there  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation  that  might 
adversely  affect  the  projects  described  above,  or  that  might  impair  the  ability  of  the  SFMTA  or 
SFPW  to  carry  out  the  projects;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  projects  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Bicycle  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a certified  copy  of  this  resolution  and  its  attachments, 
and  any  accompanying  supporting  materials  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  congestion 
management  agency,  countywide  transportation  planning  agency,  or  county  association  of 
governments,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  San  Francisco  for  submission  to  MTC  as  part  of  the 
countywide  coordinated  TDA  Article  3 claim;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  SFMTA  and 
SFPW  to  accept  and  expend  up  to  $1,014,983  in  state  TDA  Article  3 Funds  for  FY2015-2016 
for  the  projects  described  above  and  to  execute  all  required  documents  for  receipt  of  such 
funds.

"Code"),  only  if  the  Note  is  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable 
elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Note  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  8,  2014,  this  Board,  after  a hearing  at  which  there  was  an 
opportunity  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note,  pursuant  to 
Resolution  236-14,  approved  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  solely  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  147(f)  of  the  Code  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  8,  2014,  this  Board,  pursuant  to  Resolution  236-14,  declared  its 
intent  to  issue  multifamily  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000,000 
and  authorized  officers  of  the  City  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the 
California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC”)  and  take  other  actions  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  financing  of  the  Project;  and

WHEREAS,  Citibank,  N.A.  (the  “Bank”)  has  expressed  its  intention  to  purchase,  or 
cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Note  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 . Approval  of  Recitals.  This  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  Approval  of  Execution  and  delivery  of  Note.  In  accordance  with  the  Act 
and  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
and  deliver  a revenue  note  of  the  City,  such  note  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  and 
subseries,  and  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Multifamily  Housing 
Revenue  Note  (John  Burton  Foundation  Housing  Complex),  2015  Series  E,"  or  such  other 
designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other 
series  of  notes  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000,000  (the 
"Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  12%  per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have 
a final  maturity  date  not  later  than  August  1,  2055.  The  Note  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in 
and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the 
manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  as  further  provided  in 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  by 
and  among  Citibank,  N.A.,  the  City,  and  a qualified  fiscal  agent  (the  “Fiscal  Agent”)  to  be 
selected  by  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the 
"Director")  (the  "Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  in  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  a copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  or 
any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  of  the  City  (as  such  term  is  defined  in 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement 
(collectively,  “Authorized  Representatives”  and  each,  an  “Authorized  Representative”), 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  in  substantially  said 
form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants,  between 
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the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Regulatory  Agreement"),  in  the  form  presented  to  this  Board, 
a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized 
Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and 
changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in 
accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  City  Loan  Documents.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement,  by 
and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  and  the 
Assignment  of  Multifamily  Deed  of  Trust  and  Loan  Documents,  from  the  City  to  the  Bank  (the 
“Assignment”  and  together  with  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement,  the  “City  Loan  Documents”),  in 
the  forms  presented  to  this  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  are 
hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  City 
Loan  Documents  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes 
therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance 
with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  maximum  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Note.

Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  City  Loan 
Documents  (collectively,  the  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and 
Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of 
$15,000,000,  provide  for  a final  maturity  on  the  Note  later  than  August  1,  2055,  or  provide  for 
the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a rate  in  excess  of  12%  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any 
modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Compliance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code.  This  Board,  as  the 
applicable  elected  representative  of  the  governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in 
which  the  Project  is  located  and  following  the  2015  Public  Hearing,  hereby  approves  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  9.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note,  as  consistent  with  the 
documents  herein  and  this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  10.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  Authorized  Representatives,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  and  execute 
and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other  documents,  including  but  not  limited 
to  subordinations,  tax  documents  and  those  documents  described  in  the  City  Agreements, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
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lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note.  Any  such  actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  terms  of  the  Resolution.  No 
such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or  require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not 
otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any  such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  in  the  official  file  within  30  days  of  execution  by  all  parties. 

Section  1 1 . File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  are  located  in  File  No.  140719  . which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  commemorating  the  71st  Anniversary  of  the  Port  Chicago  disaster  and 
urging  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  U.S.  Congress  to  exonerate  the  50 
sailors  convicted  of  mutiny  in  the  incident  with  the  designation  of  Honorable 
Discharge. 

WHEREAS,  On  July  17,  1944,  The  United  States  Navy  experienced  the  worst 
ammunitions  disaster  and  explosion  in  our  Nation’s  history,  instantly  destroying  the  Contra- 
Costa  County  California  town  of  Port  Chicago  and  killing  320  men,  202  of  whom  were  African 
American  enlisted  men;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  five  thousand  tons  of  exploding  munitions  injured  in  excess  of  400 
sailors  as  well,  thereby  representing  more  than  15  percent  of  all  African  American  Naval 
casualties  during  World  War  II;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  the  258  sailors  who  initially  refused  to  resume  unsafe  loading  of 
munitions  some  208  would  eventually  yield  to  the  Navy  after  threats  with  death  by  firing 
squad,  however  the  50  who  would  not  acquiesce  faced  the  largest  mass  mutiny  trial  in  Naval 
history;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  24,  1944,  at  a Courts  Martial  trial  at  Treasure  Island,  in  San 
Francisco,  in  a now  widely  recognized  miscarriage  of  justice,  all  50  men  were  found  guilty  of 
mutiny  and  sentenced  to  15  years  imprisonment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Chicago  Mutiny  trial  (aka  the  Port  Chicago  50)  would  ultimately 
serve  as  the  catalyst  for  eventual  desegregation  of  the  US  Navy  and  the  Armed  Services;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  National  Park  Service  dedicated  the  Port  Chicago  site  as  a 
National  Memorial;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  April  19,  1999,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed 
Resolution  No.  361-99,  urging  President  William  Clinton  and  the  US  Congress  to  exonerate 
the  50  sailors  convicted  of  mutiny  in  the  Port  Chicago  disaster.  Subsequently  a pardon  was 
granted  to  one  of  the  50  sailors  but  none  of  the  50  were  exonerated.  Family  members  and 
activists  are  still  working  towards  exoneration  and 

WHEREAS,  In  commemoration  of  African  American  Appreciation  Month,  the  San 
Francisco  Veterans  Affairs  Commission  adjourned  its  February  meeting  with  a moment  of 
silence  in  respect  and  gratitude  for  the  historic  sacrifices  of  the  brave  young  men  of  Port 
Chicago,  many  of  whom,  at  an  average  of  only  19  years  of  age,  gave  the  ultimate  sacrifice  in 
the  service  of  our  Country,  and 

RESOLVED,  As  we  approach  the  71st  Anniversary  of  the  Port  Chicago  explosion,  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does  herby  respectfully  memorializes  the  Congress  and

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (Board 
of  Supervisors),  desires  to  finance  the  costs  of  certain  Housing  Trust  Fund  projects  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  certain  Rental  Assistance  Demonstration  projects  (collectively,  Project)

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  finance  the  Project  or  portions  of  the  Project  with  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  certificates  of 
participation  in  an  approximate  amount  of  up  to  $50,000,000  (Obligations);  and 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Obligations,  the  City  expects  to  pay  for  the 
costs  of  certain  capital  expenditures  (Expenditures)  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  available 
moneys  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and

WFIEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  NSTI  upon 
approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  NSTI 
which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  public'

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  NSTI  in  1997;  and

time  to  time,  the  "Conveyance  Agreement”)  that  governs  the  terms  and  conditions  for  the

WHEREAS,  The  Financing  Plan,  among  other  things,  obligates  TIDA  and  the  City  to 
take  all  actions  reasonably  necessary,  and  obligates  Developer  to  cooperate  reasonably  with 
the  efforts  of  (i)  the  City  to  form  requested  community  facilities  districts  (each,  a “CFD”; 
together,  the  “CFDs”)  and  take  related  actions  under  the  Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act 
of  1982  (the  “Mello-Roos  Act”)  to  pay  for  Qualified  Project  Costs,  Ongoing  Park  Maintenance 
and  Additional  Community  Facilities  (as  those  terms  are  defined  in  the  Financing  Plan),  (ii)  the 
City  to  form  requested  infrastructure  financing  districts  (each,  an  “IFD”;  together  the  “IFDs”) 
and  take  related  actions  under  applicable  provisions  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  (the  “IFD  Law”)  to  pay  for  Qualified  Project  Costs  and  (iii)  the  City  to  issue  bonds 
and  other  debt  for  the  CFDs  and  the  IFDs  and  other  public  financing  instruments  described  in 
the  Financing  Plan  (defined  in  the  Financing  Plan  as  “Public  Financing”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Developer  and  the  City  have  agreed  that  the  City  will  concurrently 
undertake  proceedings  to  establish  a future  annexation  area  for  one  or  more  CFDs  (each,  a 
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“Future  Annexation  Area”),  and  Developer  has  informed  the  City  that  it  anticipates  applying  to 
the  City  for  annexation  of  territory  in  the  Future  Annexation  Area(s)  into  the  CFD(s);  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.5(a)  of  the  Financing  Plan  provides  that  the  City  and  TIDA, 
following  consultation  with  Developer,  will  select  any  consultants  necessary  to  implement  their 
respective  portions  of  the  Financing  Plan,  including  the  formation  of  any  IFD  and  CFD  and  the 
completion  of  any  Public  Financing,  and  that  the  City  and  TIDA’s  reasonable  out-of-pocket 
costs  that  are  not  contingent  upon  the  completion  of  a Public  Financing  will  be  advanced  by 
Developer  pursuant  to  a deposit  agreement  to  be  entered  into  among  the  City,  TIDA,  and 
Developer,  and  Developer  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  of  such  advances  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Public  Financing  if  authorized  by  applicable  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  TIDA  and  Developer  now  wish  to  enter  into  a deposit  agreement 
as  described  in  Section  1 .5(a)  of  the  Financing  Plan  to  specify  the  terms  of  the  advances  of 
funds  and  reimbursement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  form  of  a Deposit  and  Reimbursement  Agreement  (Treasure 
Island/Yerba  Buena  Island)  (the  “Deposit  Agreement”)  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of

WHEREAS,  The  Priscilla  and  Mark  Zuckerberg  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and 
Trauma  Center  (“SFGH”),  is  one  of  the  nation’s  leading  public  hospitals  and  has  continuously 
provided  a wide  range  of  ambulatory,  emergency,  acute  care  and  trauma  services  to  San 
Francisco  residents  for  more  than  one  hundred  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFGH  campus  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City’s  Department  of 
Public  Health  (“DPH”);  and 

WHEREAS,  DPH  and  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  (“the  Regents”  or 
“UCSF”)  have  a long  standing  affiliation  through  which  UCSF  provides  physicians  and  other 
professional  services  at  SFGH;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  SFGH-UCSF  partnership,  physicians  who  are  leaders  in  their 
fields  have  been  attracted  to  UCSF  and  SFGH  and  have  established  SFGH  as  one  of  the 
nation’s  leading  academic  medical  centers  with  a top  training  program  for  residents  and 
medical  students;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFGH  is  home  to  more  than  twenty  UCSF  research  centers  and  major 
laboratories,  and  over  150  principal  UCSF  investigators  conduct  research  at  the  SFGH 
campus;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  co-location  of  patient  care,  teaching  and  research  activities  is  critical 
to  the  ability  to  recruit  and  retain  the  physician  leaders  who  treat  patients  at  SFGH;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  February  2013  the  Mayor  and  City  Administrator  established  a task 
force  co-chaired  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Director  (or  designee)  and  the  UCSF  Chancellor 
(or  designee)  to  collaborate  on  the  development  and  implementation  of  certain  capital  projects 
on  the  SFGH  campus  and  to  explore  the  proposal  that  UCSF  construct  a modern  academic 
research  building  at  SFGH  on  what  is  currently  approximately  51 ,475  square  feet  of  the  B/C 
surface  parking  lot  (the  “Research  Facility”),  which  would  allow  UCSF  to  consolidate  existing 
SFGH  campus  research  centers  and  laboratories;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  February  2013  staff  from  the  City  (DPH,  Department  of  Real  Estate, 
Planning  Department  and  City  Attorney’s  Office)  and  staff  from  the  Regents  have  negotiated  a 
number  of  agreements  with  respect  to  the  proposed  new  Research  Facility,  including  a Fee 
Payment  Agreement  between  DPH  and  UCSF,  dated  October  23,  2013,  which  establishes 
cost  sharing  for  the  negotiation  process,  and  a Memorandum  of  Understanding  between 
UCSF  and  the  Director  of  the  Planning  Department,  dated  September  23,  2013,  which 
outlines  the  manner  in  which  the  Regents  and  the  Planning  Department  will  cooperate  to 
perform  the  environmental  review  for  the  proposed  Research  Facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Property,  in  consultation  and  collaboration  with  the  Office 
of  the  City  Attorney  and  DPH  staff,  negotiated  a non-binding  term  sheet  (the  “Term  Sheet”),  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  150652,  that 
sets  forth  certain  basic  economic  parameters  and  other  fundamental  terms  to  serve  as  the 
basis  for  City  staff  and  UCSF  staff  negotiating  a ground  lease  between  the  City  and  the 
Regents  of  that  portion  of  the  SFGH  campus  known  as  the  B/C  Lot  for  the  development, 
ownership  and  operation  of  the  proposed  Research  Facility  (the  “Ground  Lease”),  and 
provides  that  the  parties  will  negotiate  in  good  faith  with  a goal  of  completing  negotiations  on 
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the  Ground  Lease  and  related  agreements  by  June  30,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Term  Sheet,  the  City  and  UCSF  agree  to  negotiate  in  good  faith 
for  the  Ground  Lease  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  Term  Sheet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Term  Sheet  is  not  itself  a binding  agreement  that  commits  the  City  or 
the  Regents  to  proceed  with  the  approval  of  the  Ground  Lease  or  the  Research  Facility 
(collectively,  the  “Project”),  and  all  Project  approvals  by  the  City  and  the  Regents,  including 
approvals  for  the  Research  Facility  and  the  Ground  Lease,  are  subject  to  completion  of 
environmental  review,  including  identification  of  a full  range  of  appropriate  alternatives  and 
mitigation  measures  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  and  will  be 
subject  to  public  review  in  accordance  with  the  processes  of  the  City  and  Regents;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Term  Sheet  proposes  certain  terms  and  conditions  for  a Ground 
Lease,  including,  but  not  limited  to  (1)  an  initial  term  of  75  years,  with  an  option  to  extend  for 
an  additional  24  years,  (2)  base  rent  of  $180,000  per  annum,  (3)  annual  rental  increases  of 
1.75%  with  resets  to  fair  market  rent  in  years  21, 46,  and  61  capped  as  noted  in  the  Term 
Sheet,  (4)  acknowledgement  that  the  rental  rate  takes  into  consideration  a credit  equal  to  the 
fair  rental  value  of  85,000  square  feet  of  research  space  that  DPH  agrees  to  provide  to  UCSF 
at  no  cost  in  exchange  for  certain  administrative  costs  incurred  by  UCSF  in  providing 
physicians  to  SFGH,  and  (5)  certain  parking  impact  financial  contributions;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  5,  2015,  by  Resolution  No.  15-7,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  150652,  the  San  Francisco  Health 
Commission  endorsed  the  Term  Sheet  and  directed  DPH  staff  to  seek  the  endorsement  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Term  Sheet,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  endorsement  to 
continue  negotiations  with  UCSF  staff  with  a goal  of  completing  negotiations  on  the  Ground 
Lease  and  related  agreements  by  June  30,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Staff  from  the  City  and  the  Regents  wish  to  obtain  the  endorsement  of  the 
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Term  Sheet  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  proposed 
terms  for  the  Project  as  set  forth  in  the  Term  Sheet;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Director  of  Property 
and  the  Director  of  Health,  the  Board  endorses  the  Term  Sheet,  in  substantially  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  and  authorizes  City  staff  to  continue  the  negotiation  of  the  Ground 
Lease  consistent  with  the  Term  Sheet  and  such  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications 
to  the  Term  Sheet  that  the  Director  of  Property  and  Director  of  Health  determine  are  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  City;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  parties  are  successful  in  negotiations,  the  Director 
of  Property  and  Director  of  Health  shall  seek  Health  Commission  and  Board  approval  of  the 
Ground  Lease  before  it  will  become  effective;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors’  endorsement  of  the  Term 
Sheet  does  not  commit  the  City  to  approve  the  final  Ground  Lease  or  Research  Facility,  nor 
does  endorsement  of  the  Term  Sheet  foreclose  the  possibility  of  City  considering  alternatives 
to  the  proposal,  mitigation  measures,  or  deciding  not  to  approve  the  Ground  Lease  after 
conducting  and  completing  appropriate  environmental  review  under  CEQA,  and  while  the 
Term  Sheet  identifies  certain  essential  terms  of  a proposed  Ground  Lease,  it  does  not  bind 
the  City  to  the  terms  of  the  Term  Sheet  or  set  forth  all  of  the  material  terms  and  conditions  of 
any  final  transaction  documents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  not  take  any  discretionary 
actions  committing  City  to  enter  into  the  Ground  Lease,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Term  Sheet 
are  not  intended  to  and  will  not  become  contractually  binding  on  the  City,  unless  and  until  (1)

WHEREAS,  The  2013  Homeless  Count  identified  6,436  individuals  who  are  homeless 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  3,400  individuals  living  on  the  street;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Interfaith  Council  (SFIC)  has  worked  in  partnership 
with  San  Francisco  City  Government  since  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake  to  provide 
emergency  shelter  services,  especially  in  the  Winter  months;  for  homeless  persons;  and 
WHEREAS,  SFIC  received  a donation  in  December,  2014  of  $2,925,000  for  the 
purpose  of  supporting  new,  innovative  efforts  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
assist  individuals  who  have  lived  on  our  streets  or  in  encampments  for  long  periods  of  time;

WHEREAS,  Many  of  these  individuals  have  lived  on  our  streets  or  in  isolated

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Emergency  Shelters  are  generally  97%  occupied,  limiting 
capacity  for  exits  for  those  individuals  who  have  become  stuck  living  on  our  streets  or  in

Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  “City  Law’’),  constituting  Article  I of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows:

An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7 of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  “Hotel  Tax  Fund”). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 . The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution, 
and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees  with  respect  to  the  Project, 
consistent  with  the  documents  cited  herein  and  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 
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Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 


and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1 . MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN,  DISTRICT  ASSESSMENT 
ENGINEER’S  REPORT,  AND  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the 
amended  Management  District  Plan  and  amended  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report, 
including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and 
improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that 
will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements.

A copy  of  the 
amended  Management  District  Plan,  the  amended  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report, 
and  the  amended  Boundaries  Map  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  1 50761 , which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein. 

Section  2.  FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XIIID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  the  Greater  Rincon  Hill  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections  or 
protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 
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Section  3.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  1 994  Act  and  Article

SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  FY  2015-2016,  and 
continuing  for  15  years,  ending  with  FY  2029-2030.  For  purposes  of  levying  and  collecting 
assessments  within  the  District,  a fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each  July  1st  and  end  on  the 
following  June  30th.

(b)  The  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  FY 
2015-2016  shall  be  a maximum  of  $2,428,821.39  (as  shown  in  the  amended  Management 
District  Plan  and  amended  Engineer's  Report  dated  July  2015).  The  amount  of  assessments 
to  be  levied  and  collected  in  fiscal  years  two  through  15  may  be  increased  annually  by  the 
Owners’  Association’s  Board  of  Directors  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose 
Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less.  In 
addition,  to  account  for  new  assessments  from  potential  future  development  in  the  District,  the 
assessment  for  each  of  years  five  (FY  2019-2020)  through  15  of  the  District  may  be  increased 
by  not  more  that  5%  of  the  prior  year’s  assessment,  including  any  CPI  adjustment  for  the  prior 
year,  for  a total  maximum  increase  of  8%. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  amended  Management  District  Plan. 

(1)  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with  fiscal  year  2015-2016.  Each 
year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments.  The  first  installment 
shall  be  due  on  November  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become 
delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The  second  installment  shall  be  due  on 
February  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on 
April  1 0 of  that  fiscal  year. 

(2)  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment  shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  shall  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  delinquent  assessments  pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment  Law 
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and  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

Section  7.  USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  and  activities  for  the  District  include: 

Public  Safety:  Public  Safety  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  a variety  of  safety 
programs  and  strategies  to  prevent  crime  and  increase  pedestrian  safety  throughout  the 
District.  The  District  will  provide  Community  Guides  to  assist  visitors,  connect  those  in  need 
with  social  services,  and  report  cleaning  and  safety  issues.  In  addition,  Public  Safety  includes 
funding  for  safety  work  through  the  San  Francisco  Patrol  Specials. 

Cleaning  and  Maintenance:  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
sidewalk  sweeping,  scheduled  steam  cleanings,  graffiti  removal,  reporting  trash  for  removal, 
spot  cleaning  of  street  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  minor  repair  and  maintenance  of  streetscape 
amenities,  furnitures,  and  fixtures. 

Parks  and  Greenspace.  Parks  and  Greenspace  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  street 
tree  maintenance,  gardening  and  weeding,  irrigation  system  management  and  repair,  trash 
off-haul,  pest  control,  pavement  and  pathway  repairs  and  care,  and  minor  capital 
improvements.  The  District  will  also  operate  the  District’s  parks  in  conjunction  with  their  public 
owners,  this  will  include  park  promotion  and  neighborhood  outreach. 

Communication  and  Development:  Communication  and  Development  includes,  but 
is  not  limited  to,  periodic  newsletters  distributed  via  email  and  posted  on  the  District’s  website, 
brochures  advertising  the  District,  creation  and  maintenance  of  a District  website,  property 
owner  and  merchant  outreach  programs,  and  coordinated  networking  for  businesses,  property 
owners,  and  residents.  Additionally,  the  District  will  focus  on  business  retention  and 
recruitment  by  gathering  information  from  brokers  and  potential  retailers. 
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Management:  Management  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  a staff  that  will  oversee  the 
administration  of  the  District  and  the  management  of  office  expenses  including  accounting, 
rent,  utilities,  office  supplies,  insurance,  legal,  and  other  professional  services  related  to 
District  activities. 

Section  8.  AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(the  “City”)  may  contract  with  a separate  private  entity  (the  “Owners’  Association”)  to 
administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7,  as  provided  in 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36612  and  36650.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold 
the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set 
forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract 
shall  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the  City,  a balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income 
and  cash  flows  for  each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a 
Certified  Public  Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a statement  of  negative  assurance 
from  the  CPA.  In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  in  his  or  her  discretion  or  the  Office 
of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  in  its  discretion,  may  require  the  private  entity  to 
deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a Certified  Public 
Accountant  of  all  such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment 
proceeds  as  part  of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the 
City  and  the  District. 

Section  9.  AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  1994  Act,  and  City  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  Article  6 and  Article  15. 
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Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  1 1 . LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  13.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code,  Sections  21000, 
et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
150761 , which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

[Resolution  to  Establish  (Renew  and  Expand)  - Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District] 

Resolution  to  establish  (renew  and  expand)  the  property-based  business  improvement 
district  known  as  the  “Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District;”  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  that  district  for  15  years 
commencing  with  FY2015-2016,  subject  to  conditions  as  specified  herein;  and  making 
environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Sections  36600,  et  seq.  ("1994  Act”),  as  augmented 
by  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15"), 
collectively,  the  “Business  Assessment  Law,”  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  197-15,  entitled  “Resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  renew 
and  expand  a property-based  business  improvement  district  (community  benefit  district) 
known  as  the  ‘Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District’  and  levy  a multi-year  assessment  on 
all  parcels  in  the  district;  approving  the  management  district  plan  and  engineer’s  report  and 
proposed  boundaries  map  for  the  district;  ordering  and  setting  a time  and  place  for  a public 
hearing  thereon;  approving  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot 
Proceeding,  and  Assessment  Ballot;  directing  environmental  findings;  and  directing  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  and  balloting  as  required  by 
law”  (the  "Resolution  of  Intention,"  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  150499);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention  to  renew  and  expand  the  Yerba  Buena 
Community  Benefit  District  (the  "Yerba  Buena  CBD"  or  "District"),  among  other  things, 
approved  the  Yerba  Buena  CBD  Management  District  Plan  (the  "District  Management  Plan"), 
the  detailed  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  the  Boundaries  Map,  and  the  form  of  the 
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Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  Proceeding,  that  are  all  on  file  with  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150499;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  caused  notice  of  a public  hearing  concerning 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  Yerba  Buena  CBD,  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments 
against  property  located  within  the  District  for  a period  of  15  years,  for  fiscal  years  (“FYs)” 
2015-2016  through  2029-2030;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  caused  ballots  to  be  mailed  to  the  record 
owner  of  each  parcel  proposed  to  be  assessed  within  the  District,  as  required  by  law;  and 
WHEREAS,  A Management  District  Plan  was  filed  with  the  Board  on  June  2,  2015, 
containing  information  about  the  proposed  district  and  assessments  as  required  by  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Section  36622;  and 

WHEREAS,  A detailed  Engineer's  Report  dated  March  2015  was  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  on  June  2,  2015,  as  prepared  by  Brian  K.  Thomas,  California  Registered 
Professional  Engineer  No.  60907,  entitled  "Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District 
Engineer's  Report,"  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  A Proposed  Boundaries  Map  was  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Section  31 10  on  June  2, 
2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  A public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Yerba  Buena 
CBD  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was  held  on  July  28,  2015,  at 
3 p.m.,  in  the  Board’s  Legislative  Chamber  located  on  the  Second  Floor  of  City  Hall,  1 Dr. 
Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property  within  the  District, 
the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services  and 
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activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a full,  fair  and  complete  meeting 
and  hearing  was  held;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose  renewing 
and  expanding  the  proposed  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  renewal  and 
expansion  of  the  proposed  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments;  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now,  therefore  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1 . MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN,  DISTRICT  ASSESSMENT 
ENGINEER'S  REPORT,  AND  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  including  the  estimates 
of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan, 
and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such 
services,  activities  and  improvements.  The  Board  also  hereby  approves  the  Boundaries, 
showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  and  ratifies  and  approves  the  Assessment 
Ballot  and  the  City’s  use  of  such  ballot,  which  Assessment  Ballot  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150499  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  the  Resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.  A copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report,  and  the  Boundaries  Map  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  150499,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  2.  FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XIIID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  renewal  and  expansion  of  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections 
or  protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  3.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  1994  Act  and  Article 
15,  the  renewed  and  expanded  property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as 
the  "Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  4.  DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit 
District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district.  The  proposed  expanded 
District  contains  approximately  2123  identified  parcels  located  on  approximately  20  whole  or 
partial  blocks. 

Specifically,  the  exterior  District  boundaries  are: 

• Market  Street  from  northwest  corner  of  Assessor  Parcel  No.  3706-048  to  2nd 
Street  (south  side  only) 

• 2nd  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Harrison  Street  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
Assessor  Parcel  No.  3763-001  (west  side  only) 

• Harrison  Street  from  2nd  Street  to  Vassar  Place  (east  and  west  sides  - street 
and  affronting  parcels) 
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• Vassar  Place,  running  on  the  Eastern  property  line  of  APN  3763-105,  from 
Harrison  to  Perry  Street  (no  public  right  of  way  on  Vassar  included) 

• Perry  Street  from  Vassar  Place  to  4th  Street  (north  side  only) 

• 4th  Street  from  Perry  Street  to  Harrison  Street  (east  side  only) 

• Harrison  Street  from  4th  Street  to  5th  Street  (east  and  west  sides  - street  and 
affronting  parcels) 

• 5th  Street  from  Harrison  Street  to  Howard  Street  (east  and  west  sides  - street 
and  affronting  parcels) 

• 5th  Street  from  Howard  Street  to  northwest  corner  of  Assessor  Parcel  No.  3705- 
039  (east  side  only) 

• Mission  Street  from  5th  Street  to  4th  Street  (east  and  west  sides  - street  and 
affronting  parcels) 

• 4th  Street  from  Mission  Street  to  northeast  corner  of  Assessor  Parcel  No. 
3705z-003  (west  side  only)  and  Stevenson  Alley  (east  side  only) 

• Stevenson  Alley  to  southwest  corner  of  Assessor  Parcel  No.  3706-048  (south 
side  only) 

• Southwest  corner  of  Assessor  Parcel  No.  3706-048  to  the  parcel’s  northwest 
corner 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District. 

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 
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Section  6.  SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  FY  2015-2016,  and 
continuing  for  15  years,  ending  with  FY  2029-2030.  For  purposes  of  levying  and  collecting 
assessments  within  the  District,  a fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each  July  1st  and  end  on  the 
following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  fiscal 
year  2015-2016  shall  be  a maximum  of  $2,991,722.82  (as  shown  in  the  Management  District 
Plan  and  Engineer's  Report  dated  March  2015).  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  fiscal  years  two  through  15  may  be  increased  annually  by  the  Yerba  Buena 
Community  Benefit  District  corporation  Board  of  Directors  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less. 
In  addition,  to  account  for  new  assessments  from  potential  future  development  in  the  District, 
the  assessment  for  each  of  years  two  through  15  of  the  District  may  be  increased  by  not  more 
than  5%  of  the  prior  year’s  assessment,  including  any  CPI  adjustment. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan. 

(1 ) The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with  fiscal  year  2015-2016.  Each 
year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments.  The  first  installment 
shall  be  due  on  November  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become 
delinquent  on  December  1 0 of  that  fiscal  year.  The  second  installment  shall  be  due  on 
February  1 of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on 
April  10  of  that  fiscal  year. 

(2)  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment  shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
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ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  shall  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  delinquent  assessments  pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment  Law 
and  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

Section  7.  USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  and  activities  for  the  District  include: 

Cleaning  and  Streetscape  Improvement:  The  Cleaning  and  Streetscape 
Improvement  program  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping, 
scheduled  steam  cleanings,  power  washing,  refuse  removal,  graffiti  removal,  and  streetscape 
improvements.  Streetscape  improvements  are  based  upon,  but  not  limited  by,  the  Yerba 
Buena  Street  Life  Plan,  a roadmap  for  enhancing  public  spaces  in  the  neighborhood.  The 
District  will  also  distribute  small  annual  grants  (through  its  Community  Benefit  Fund)  to 
community  organizations  providing  services  in  the  District  that  support  the  District’s  mission. 

Safety  and  Security:  The  Safety  and  Security  program  includes  but  is  not  limited  to, 
working  with  residents,  merchants,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  and 
community  on  a variety  of  safety  programs  and  strategies  to  prevent  crime  and  increase 
pedestrian  safety  throughout  the  District.  The  District  will  provide  Community  Guides  to  assist 
visitors,  connect  those  in  need  with  social  services,  and  report  cleaning  and  safety  issues. 

The  District  will  also  distribute  small  annual  grants  (through  its  Community  Benefit  Fund)  to 
community  organizations  providing  services  in  the  District  that  support  the  District’s  mission. 

Branding,  Activation,  and  Marketing:  Branding,  Activation,  and  Marketing  includes 
but  is  not  limited  to,  programs  to  promote  properties  and  businesses  in  the  District  and  the 
creation  and  production  of  special  events  that  draw  visitors  into  the  District  as  a means  of 
additional  exposure.  The  District  will  program  special  events  and  conduct  marketing  activities 
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in  various  parts  of  the  District.  The  District  marketing  and  promotion  services  will  make  sure 
new  visitors,  employees,  patrons,  and  residents  know  about  area  attractions  and  will  help 
them  enjoy  their  experience  in  the  District.  The  District  plans  to  include  other  marketing 
initiatives  as  appropriate,  and  as  budget  resources  allow. 

Management  and  Operations:  Management  and  Operations  includes,  but  is  not 
limited  to,  a dedicated  staff  who  will  serve  as  a focal  point  persons  and  advocate  for  the 
District  and  the  management  of  office  expenses  including  accounting,  rent,  utilities,  office 
supplies,  insurance,  legal,  and  other  professional  services  related  to  District  activities 

Section  8.  AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  7,  as  provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36612  and  36650. 
Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such 
entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no  expense 
to  the  City,  a balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for  each 
fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  in  his  or  her  discretion  or  the  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  in  its  discretion,  may  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 
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Section  9.  AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  1994  Act,  and  City  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  Article  6 and  Article  15. 

Section  10  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 
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Section  13.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code,  Sections  21000,  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
150762,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.
